NEW DELHI, April 18 (AP)— 
Khwaja Nazimuddin was quoted 
in reports from Karachi today as 
saying his removal as Premier 
yesterday was “illegal and unjus- 
tified.” 

“I will never resign,” these re- 
ports. quoted him as saying. 

The rotund, 58-year-old politi- 
cal leader contended that by law 
he was still Prime Minister of the 
Moslem nation, though admitting 
he no longer was in fact actually 
head of the government. 

A factor in Nazimuddin’s dis- 
missal was believed to have been 
trouble with extremists among 
Moslem religious leaders who have 
m agitating against Foreign 
Minister Zafrullah Khan. These 
extremists blame him for failure 
to settle the five-year dispute with 
India over Kashmir. Zafrullah 
Khan was retained in the new 
cabinet, however. 

Nazimuddin’s sharp rejection of 
his ouster is politically important. 
He remains president of the Mos- 
lem League, the major political 
party of Pakistan; and is regarded 
as the political king of East Pak- 
istan, which contains 55 per cent 
af the nation’s 75,000,000 people 
and produces the major share of 
its income. 

Fear of an open rift between 
Ghulam Mohammed and Nazi- 
muddin, which might set off.a 
secession by East Pakistan, may 
have played a part in the choice 
of- Mohammed Ali as the new 
Premier, He also comes from a 
famous family in Bengal, .East 
Pakistan.

Fluoridation of municipal water supplies to 
attack dental decay in children, and ultimately 
in the whole population, is one of the important 
public health services a modern city can and 
ought to perform for its citizens. 

St. Louis next week will install a new mayor 
and a new Board of Aldermen. One of their 
first resolutions should be to make fluoridation 
a reality here. : 

Mayor-elect Tucker said in the campaigh that 
without medics] training he did not feel compe- 
tent to determine the advisability of fluorida- 
tion. Certainly that was an understandable 
point of view. But if he now solicited the advice 
of his Health Commissioner, who is supported by 
every important medical, dental and public 
health organization in the country, he would 
learn that fluoridation is safe, effective, practical 
and cheap.

At an annual cost of some 10 cents for each 
St. Louisan, this program could lead to a reduc- 
tion of up to 65 per cent in dental decay in the 
city’s children. Dentists have estimated that 
for every dollar spent on fluoridation, $60 to 


’ $70 will be saved in terms of needed dental 


care. Worthwhile? Ask any parent who has 
had to foot a dental bill. , 


Aside from a handful of health faddists, there 
has been no public opposition to fluoridation 
in St. Louis, Had the Darst Administration 
shown more straightforward and effective leader- 
ship, the fluoridation ordinance might have 
fared better in the last Board of Aldermen. 

As it was, an aldermanic committee knuckled 
under to the covert pressure of certain industrial 
users of water and permittell the measure to 
die.

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An Unfair Shutdown

This means, to put it simply, outright repudia- 
tion of Government commitments. . When the 
Government has committed itself to the point of 
approving a project and authorizing the acquisi- 
tion of land, the commitment ought to be hon- 
red. 

In St. Louis this arbitrary action of the 
House committee, if allowed to stand, would 
mean the elimination of three projects in an ad- 
vanced. planning stage for which land is now 
being acquired, as well as a fourth for which 
the site has not been selected. It would de- 
prive St. Louis of 4920 urgently needed low-rent 
dwellings, of which at least the 3720 in the land- 
acquisition stage should in all fairness be car- 
ried through. : 

St. Louis and other cities must act at once 
to persuade Congress, if not to abandon the 
public housing shutdown, at least to make good 
on Government commitments up to the time 
this Administration came into office. St. Louis 
Republicans might help. During the mayoralty 
campaign they supported public housing; now 
that the St. Louis program is in danger, they 
can make good their words by helping to save it. 
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End of a Controversial Tax? 

So far as individuals are concerned, Mis- 
souri intangible property tax may soon be a 
thing of the past. A repealer is before the State 
Senate, apparently with enough support for 
passage. 

This news is primarily of historical interest. 
Before the adoption of the present State Consti- 
tution, intangible property—stocks, bonds, mort- 
gages, bank deposits and so on—was assessed at 
face value and subject to the same rates as real 
property. This meant that the total tax might be 
higher than the yield of the property. 

As a result there was wholesale violation of 
the law. As much as $300,000,000 in bank de- 
posits was withdrawn from the State on the eve 
of the assessment date. Securities were kept in 
other ‘statés. And many citizens simply did not 
report their intangibles. Less than $100,000,000 
in such property was ever reported, and the tax 
never produced more than $50,000 in one year. 

So this levy became one of. the big issues of 
the constitutional convention. It was stoutly ar- 
gued that if it were rationalized, intangible prop- 
erty owners would make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the state’s revenues. So the convention 
decreed that the tax should apply only to the 
yield of intangibles and that it should not ex- 
ceed 8 per cent. In due course, the Legislature 
set tax rates for the various forms of intangibles.

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Mr. Welsh on Unit Control 

Republican National Cemmitteeman Welsh has 
announced that Missouri's top Republican lead- 
ers will make every effort to revive the bill to

This is a laudable statement of intent, and it 
is to be hoped the bill can be passed. The St. 
Louis school system certainly ought to be di- 
rected by a single administrator, as is proposed 
in the measure. 

But the unhappy fact is that anit control has 
suffered four straight defeats in the Republican- 
controlled lower House of the State Legislature. 
It needs 79 “aye” votes for passage, but the most 
it has received so far is 78. There are 64 mem- 
bers of Mr. Welab's party in the House. 

Mr. Welsh’s announcement came just before 
the St. Louis municipal election, and was de- 
signed to support Carl G. Stifel. Now that the 
election is out of the way, St. Louisans will be 
watching to see what Mr. Welsh and the state 
leaders do about the bill. 
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Sad News From South Africa 
This week 's elections have substantially wid- 
ened the parliamentary margin by which Dr. 
Daniel Malan's Nationalists rule South Africa. 
It makes no difference that a majority of the 
votes probably was cast against the Nationalists, 
and that they increased their power only be- 
cause the voting system is heavily weighted in 
favor of the rural areas and against the cities. 

The “victory” is real, and so is the danger. 


“It may even mean abandonment of all pre- 
tense of democratic government, imposition of 
a police state dictatorship and withdrawal from 
the British Commonwealth of Nations,” says 
Malcolm Johnson of the International News 
Serviee. Certainly the Nationalists are not likely 
to relax their dependence on prejudice and fear. 
They are not going to move against the Broeder- 
bond, the Klan-like organization, which has been 
one of their chief props. They are not going to 
show a new respect for the courts whose deci- 
sions they have ignored, And they are not going 
to repeal any of the repressive laws already on 
the books. . 

The natives—already strictly segregated, for- 
bidden to buy or sell property, to work at any 
job of their choice, to join a union or to vote— 
are not going to be any more hopeful or any 
less inclined to violent protests. The election 
results have not made the situation any easier 
for those who advocated a just and moderate 
approach to admittedly difficult problems. In 
short, it does not seem that there is a very 
happy. time ahead for the Union of South 
Africa. 
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A Doubtful County Compromise 

The St. Louis County Council has offered the 
Legislature a compromise on the county health 
tax, and the Senate Public Health Committee 
will have to decide whether the offer is worth 
accepting. ö 

Originally the council sought permission to 
levy up to 10 cents on $100 valuation for health 
purposes. The county Health Department is run- 
ning out of funds, and since 16 other counties 
have levied taxes up to 10 cents, certainly St. 
Louis county deserves the privilege. 

The Missouri House passed the 10-cent bill, 
but knocked out the emergency clause needed to 
permit a tax rise this year. This means the 
County Council might have to find some supple- 
mental funds for the health program before 
1954. So the council hag now offered to accept 
an 8-cent top, if the Legislature will restore the 
emergency clause. 5 

This offer seems to compromise the principle 
involved without any practical results, 
The county had made a strong case for a 10-cent 
tax limit. Is it any more likely to get an emer- 
gency clause with 8 cents than with 107 The 
clause requires a two-thirds vote and the House 
has already shown strong objections. 

The county might get more from the Legisla- 
ture if it stood by its original and proper re- 


quest, instead of trying to bargain at reduced 


rates.
